LOOKING AHEAD 

The predictions now appearing in 
newspapers and magazines concern- 
ing the coming year, from business 
leaders and economists, are almost 
unanimous in foretelling continued 
prosperity for the country. The 
steady growth of population and the 
equally inevitable pressure of slow 
inflation will bring higher dollar 
figures for many indexes. These in- 
clude personal income and spending, 
though there will be differences in 
the character of the latter as seasons 
pass. Industrial expansion goes for- 
ward as new production records are 
made and further ones anticipated. 
Government spending on all levels, 
federal, state and local, will con- 
tinue to rise, entailing higher taxes. 
This form of spending, as well as 
any other, is a force in the propul- 
sion of the nation’s economy. Home 
building may not set new records, 
but it is not expected to fall far 
short of preceding years. Rising

omotion for some years. Now 
men’s associations in some 
re aiding such seasonable pro- 
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motions on a _ cooperative scale 
throughout the territory they cover. 
Where tried, these have gained wide 
attention from the public, beyond | 
the local confines of a single firm’s | 
promotion. 


In the states where such coopera- 
tive efforts are being attempted, a 
shrewd move is to time one’s local 
promotion, even if it has been estab- 
lished some years, to coincide with 
the wider one. Both will be bene- 
fited, and in time the scope and em- 
phasis of promotions local and state- 
wide will be furthered. 





THE RIGHT TREE 


The popularity of 1-story and 
1-story homes in the past decade 
of heavy home building has caused 
nurserymen to be more selective as 
to the trees planted on the premises, 
and there has been more thought 
given to the street trees set out in 
the new subdivisions. 

Then, the public furore about the 
Dutch elm disease has created much 
discussion about other trees which 
might be planted in place of the 
prevalent American elm in some 
communities. 

Forward-thinking nurserymen, ex- 
perienced landscape architects and 
better gardeners have always been 
selective in their choice of trees to 
be planted on a given property for | 
a specific purpose or in a definite 
place. The principle of the right tree 
in the right place, of course, should 
always be present, and the selectivity 
should be extended to evergreens of 
all kinds, shrubs, vines and ground | 
covers. 

This principle, plus the growing | 
interest engendered by the spread of 
gardening in recent years, has pro- 
duced books of a type specially use- | 
ful for the purpose. The leading ar- 
boreta of the country have given in- 
formation to the public regarding 
recommendations for their localities. 
Articles in this magazine, particular- 
ly of late years, have been directly | 
pertinent to the problem of proper 
tree selection. 


In the choice of the right plant | 


for the right place, the all-impor- 
tant requirement is full information 
and data about the eligible plants. 
Much information of this kind has 
been set before the trade of late, and 
all in the industry will serve the pub- 
lic best by acquainting themselves 
thoroughly with the data and acting 
according to their resulting judg- 
ments.

Minnesota Group Adopts Resolutions 


Hear Panel Discussions, Talks on Diseases and Pests at Annual Convention 


Lawrence Bachman, Bachman’s, 
Inc., Minneapolis, was _ re-elected 
president of the Minnesota Nurs- 
erymen’s Association at a conven- 
tion held December 7 and 8 at the 
Curtis hotel, Minneapolis. Also re- 
elected were Don Wedge, Wedge 
Nursery, Albert Lea, Minn., vice- 
president, and Edward S. Reid, Park 
Nurseries, St. Paul, secretary-treas- 
urer. Delegates to the 1960 conven- 
tion of the American Association of 
Nurserymen will be Lawrence Bach- 
man, whose alternate is Keith Law, 
Law’s Valley View Nursery, Hast- 
ings, Minn., and Edward S. Reid, 
whose alternate is Gordon Bailey, 
Jr., J. V. Bailey Nurseries, St. Paul. 

New Buying Basis 


Mr. Bachman, in his welcoming 
speech, reviewed the history of the 
organization since it was formed in 
1925 and discussed ways of building 
nursery volume. He stressed the im- 
portance of catering not only to the 
enthusiastic garden club member and 
weck-end farmer, but to the gar- 
dener who must garden because his 
neighbors have nice gardens and his 
wife wants a beautiful yard. This 
man is interested only in such ques- 
tions as “Will it grow? How fast? 
Does it take much care? Can I plant 
it? Will it take very long? How 
much does it cost?” 

Mr. Bachman discussed selling 
beauty, shade, sound screens and in- 
creased property values, instead of

bushes, to the owners of 1,200,000 
new homes which will be built in 
1960. The habits of the average 
homeowner are changing now that 
the average wage is from $5,000 to 
$7,500 per year, with paid vaca- 
tions, so there is more leisure for 
gardening than ever before. The 
speaker suggested that perhaps it is 
time to review the nursery business 
along the lines of providing this 
average homeowner with the means 
of furthering his enjoyment of his 
home. 

Competition, particularly with 
chain stores, may be met by using 
chain-store methods, setting up mass 
displays, attractive packaging of 
products and providing a quick and 
easy method of checkout, plenty of 
parking space and someone to carry 
out the purchases. 

Nurserymen have one magical 
charm that few chain stores have. 
People expect the seller to know all 
about his product, and this advan- 
tage alone makes people prefer to 
buy nursery stock at a nursery rather 
than from a chain store. Better serv- 
ice, quality and knowledge of the 
product will make it possible to meet 
price competition. 

Industrial plantings are also im- 
portant, Mr. Bachman said. The 
groundwork for these sales has been 
done by the A. A. N. with industrial 
design awards. With the realization 
by business management of the ne- 
cessity of grounds beautification, 


nurserymen will miss the boat if they 
do not capitalize on what others 
have already done for them. 


In closing, Mr. Bachman out- 
lined a 10-point program for the 
consideration of the association. The 
program included increased member- 
ship, suggestions for easier opera- 
tion of the association, roadside im- 
provement, research and action on 
a number of horticultural problems 
in the state of Minnesota. 


Resolutions 


Ed Johnson, Rose Hill Nursery, 
St. Paul, speaking for the resolutions 
committee, proposed two resolutions, 
which were adopted by the conven- 
tion. One put the Minnesota nurs- 
erymen on record in support of the 
federal bureau of public roads stand- 
ards regulating billboards along fed- 
eral highways. States which follow 
these standards will receive % of 1 
per cent more money for road pro- 
grams from ‘federal funds. This 
money can be used for road con- 
struction, but it may be used by any 
state for landscaping, highway beau- 
tification, soil erosion prevention and 
the preservation of natural beauty. 

A second resolution urged the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture to implement federal regula- 
tions covering plant pest protection 
at Great Lakes ports, where it is 
feared that, since the opening of the 
St. Lawrence seaway, ships from

Time and Labor Saving Panel, 


Hit of Minnesota Convention

Heard with interest during the 
annual convention of the Minnesota 
Nurserymen’s Association, which is 
reported elsewhere in this issue, was 
a group discussion on laborsaving 
and timesaving devices used in nurs- 
ery operations. 

Participants who showed slides 
and commented on them were Keith 
Law, Law’s Valley View Nurseries, 
Inc., Hastings; Harold J. Parnham, 
Robinson & Parnham, Landscapors, 
Des Moines, Ia.; Don Wedge, Wedge 
Nursery, Albert Lea; Lawrence 
Bachman, Bachman’s, Inc., Minne- 
apolis, and Maxwell Sargent, Red 
Wing Nursery, Red Wing. 

Mr. Law descibed a digger, re- 
ferred to as the “Teddy Roosevelt,” 
because it is a “Rough Rider.” The 
digger was made from a 1947 K-7 
International truck, with a trans- 
mission case from a used army 6x6 
and the transmission from an Inter- 
national K-11, which was cut down 
and had drums mounted on the hubs, 
to which 500-foot lengths of cable 
were attached. The cables were 
brought down and forward through 
a series of rollers. The cable used 
was Langley 19-strand wire cable, 
with an 11%-ton breaking point. 
Two and three-fourths tons of gravel 
were used to weight the back end. 
The accelerator, clutch and brake 
were all standard, and experience 
shows that second and low gears are 
used more often than fifth, fourth 
and third gears. 

The digger is used primarily in 
straight rows and functions satisfac- 
torily in wet weather when a mount- 
ed digger has trouble with traction. 
Blades of 24, 30 and 36 inches can 
be used, but 24 and 30-inch blades 
are used most often. The device can 
be used to dig anything up to 3'/- 
inch caliper shade trees. This ma- 
chine permits selected rows to be 
dug in a shade tree block with only 
two men plus the operator at a con- 
siderably less hourly cost than cus- 
tom digging. 

Useful Digger 

Mr. Parnham showed a Gravely 
digger that had two blades welded 
together. The blade was then given 
a twist, so that it pulls inself into 
the ground easier than a _ regula 
plow. The small starter blade at 
the extreme lower tip of the shaft 
was cupped at each end so that it 
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the spring and dug up two years 
later without balling. After that, 
roots will grow out and the digging 
will be more work. 

A portable plastic-covered green- 
house has been used at Robinson & 
Parnham, Landscapors, to get the 
frost out of the ground when it was 
necessary to rebuild the salesyard 
during freezing weather. The device 
was moved from place to place, and 
the tround was thawed as needed. 
The idea was so successful that the 
unit was placed over _heeled-in 
plantings to take the frost out of 
the ground. Four men can move the 
unit, and when it is not in use, it 
can be taken apart, the plastic rolled 
up and all material stored in a 
garage. 


Shaker Digger 


Don Wedge showed slides and de- 
scribed a number of laborsaving de- 
vices developed for Wedge Nursery 
by his father, Robert C. Wedge. A 


shaker digger developed by Mr. 
Wedge in 1948 is now being used 
by a number of nurseries. The

Wedge Nursery roses are cut back 
to eight inches in height when pot- 
ted. Shrubs are cut back about half 
their height. Potted shrubs are put 
into bins, and roses go into the same 
bins, with burlap covering to make 
coldframes. 


Potting Mix 


Three inches of local peat is 
spread over local soil and mixed with 
fertilizer in August when the ground 
is dry. It is then brought into the 
potting table, but it is not used until 
March, when the potting is done. 
Last year, Wedge’s used one part 
ground corncobs to two parts of the 
potting mixture worked up in the 
bin and found this mix was benefi- 
cial. It made the pots lighter, and 
the mixture absorbed water more 
readily. 

Papier-mache pots are used be- 
cause they are more attractive and 
roots grow through them easier. 
However, if the customer neglects 
to water them after planting, the 
shrubs will have difficulty. Wedge’s 
advises customers to take plants out 
of the papier-mache pots before

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Wisconsin Group Meets at Milwaukee 


Suggestions for Improving Advertising and Salesmanship Featured on Program 


Improvement of the nursery in- 
dustry was the theme that dominated 
the talks of several of the speakers 
at the annual convention of the Wis- 
consin Nurserymen’s Association. 
The event, held at the Schroeder ho- 
tel, Milwaukee, December 2 and 3, 
was one of the most successful in 
years. The nurserymen who attended 
were presented with a multitude of 
ideas for improving their operation 
and ultimately increasing their prof- 
its. 


Election 


An important item on the agenda 
of the business meeting held during 
the convention was the election of 
officers to serve the group for the 
coming year. Ralph Petranek, Brown 
Deer Nurseries, Milwaukee, is the 
new president, succeeding Ken 
Greaves, Greaves Landscape Nurs- 
ery, Milwaukee, who automatically 
becomes an ex-officio member of the 
board. 

The new vice-president is John 
Orton, Hawks Nursery Co., Wauwa- 
tosa. Tom Pinney, Evergreen Nurs- 
ery, Sturgeon Bay, was re-elected 
secretary-treasurer. Elected to 3-year 
terms as directors were C. L. Mathi- 
son, Madison, and Ray Eschrich, 
Milwaukee. 

The same officers were unanimous- 
ly elected to head the Wisconsin 
chapter of the American Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen. In addition, Mr. 
Greaves was chosen as the group’s 
delegate, with Robert Gieringer, 


Milwaukee, as his alternate.

The recent passing of one of the 
founders of the W. N. A. was marked 
with a moment of silence. The group 
was informed that the late William 
McKay, McKay Nurseries, Madison, 
had bequeathed $25,000 to the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin for the purpose 
of establishing and maintaining a 
trial garden for woody and conifer- 
ous ornamentals at Madison. 

The W. N. A. passed a resolution 
asking the University of Wisconsin 
to create a chair in nursery manage- 
ment and agreeing to provide $1,000 
annually for the first five years to- 
ward this professor’s travel and re- 
search expenses. 

Changing Times 

Retiring President Greaves, in his 
address to the association, discussed 
some of the changes that have come 
about in the nursery industry over 
the years. The day is past, he noted, 
when customers came to the nursery 
because there was no other place to 
buy plants. 

The merchandisers who now sell 
nursery stock in supermarkets and 
chain stores are here to stay. Most 
nurseries cannot compete with such 
outlets pricewise, since it takes huge 
volume to make a profit with low 
prices. 

But the nurseryman has one great 
asset the merchandisers can never 
take away from him and can never 
offer themselves — knowledge. He 
knows what to plant in his area, the 
best location in which to plant it 
and how to care for it after it has

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been planted. With this knowledge, 
Mr. Greaves asserted, the nursery- 
man can compete with the merchan- 
disers. 

He can do this by giving customers 
the benefit of his knowledge and by 
setting prices at a fair level that 
will include the information and help 
the customer needs. Nursery stock, 
more than any other product, is con- 
stantly on display after it has been 
sold. If it is to be a good advertise- 
ment for the seller, it must be at- 
tractive over a period of years. Only 
a nurseryman can help a customer 
achieve this. The merchandisers sim- 
ply cannot do it. 

Mr. Greaves urged that part of 
every nursery’s advertising budget 
be used to hammer away at the ad- 
vantages of buying nursery stock 
from a nurseryman and suggested 
the use of a slogan. In the advertis- 
ing for his own nursery, he has fea- 
tured the slogan “If it grows in Wis- 
consin, we have it.” 

In conclusion, he advised the 
nurserymen to evaluate themselves 
individually to see if they are really 
in the part of the business where 
they fit best. Some nurserymen may 
find that they are best fitted for 
growing and shouid leave the selling 
to someone else. Others may find 
that they enjoy selling most of all 
and, with their special nurseryman’s 
knowledge, could make a great suc- 
cess of a garden center where they 
dispense information as well as mer- 
chandise. 


Advertising for the Nurseryman 


Another speaker, Byron Marx, 
Gustav Marx Advertising Agency, 
Milwaukee, pointed out that, at 
present, the nurseryman has no per- 
sonality in the mind of the public. 
“You have to be interesting in order 
to get people interested in you and 
consequently in your product,’ he 
said. 

Mr. Marx asserted that advertis- 
ing is not the best method for suc- 
cessful promotion of the nursery in- 
dustry. A nurseryman should take at 
least five steps before he invests any 
money in advertising. 

First, he should landscape his own 
grounds in such a way that they are 
an attractive advertisement for his 
business, and put up a sparkling new 
sign to attract attention and draw 
shop traffic. 

Second, he should have an expert

give the nursery truck a fresh paint 
job and should have it washed regu- 
larly thereafter. If one wants recog- 
nition as a professional, he must 
make his equipment look profes- 
sional. 

Third, he should provide his land- 
scape workers with neat, practical 
uniforms that display the name of his 
nursery. Fourth, he should have his 
stationery, invoices and calling cards 
redesigned. Color should be used on 
nursery stationery, not only because 
it catches attention more readily, but 
because color is one of the benefits 
a nurseryman sells along with his 
stock. 

Finally, he should give customers 
something to feel good about after 
he has done a job for them. Ex- 
plaining this last point, Mr. Marx 
suggested having a supply of at- 
tractive, gold-bordered certificates 
imprinted with the nursery guarantee 
and a sentence such as “This is to 
certify that the home of ——has been 
professionally landscaped by the Ace 
Nursery Co.” The cost of these is 
minor, he said, compared to the ef- 
fective promotional job they will do. 


Recommends Mailing Piece 


The nurseryman who employs 
these five types of merchandising 
may never have to spend a cent for 
advertising, Mr. Marx stated. He 
suggested, however, that spring and 
fall mailing pieces have many advan- 
tages. A colorful folder should be 
sent out in early spring, before the 
chains and supermarkets display 
their full-page advertisements. This 
should offer the customer “this sea- 
son’s newest plant” and tell him he 
can be first in the neighborhood to 
have it. Prospects, women especially, 
respond well to this sort of appeal. 

Discussing briefly some advertising 
errors, he emphasized that the “‘1- 
shot” advertisement never brings 
the results of a continuing advertis- 
ing program. Cited as an advertising 
abuse was the misleading price ad- 
vertisement, in which an item is 
offered at an unbelievably low price, 
with unreadable fine print qualifying 
this offer as being available only “‘to 
the first three customers,” or in some 
other manner.

chandise. Do not give the customer 
a chance to say “No” by asking, “Do 
you want this mock orange?” Ask 
him, instead, “Which do you prefer, 
the mock orange or the fragrant su- 
mac?” 

The five stages of any selling proc- 
ess, Mr. Meldman told his audience, 
are attention, interest, conviction, 
desire, and close. There is a helpful 
rule for each of these steps: 

First, get the customer’s atten- 
tion by talking about something he is 
interested in; second, arouse the cus- 
tomer’s interest by telling what your 
goods or services will do to benefit 
or serve him; third, give him enough 
facts to convince him that he is 
justified in buying; fourth, paint a 
word picture that shows the custom- 
er using, enjoying and_ benefiting 
from your product, and finally, get 
the order by weighing the ideas he 
has opposed to buying against those 
in favor of buying. 

Mr. Meldman recommended 
bringing the customer’s objections to 
buying out into the open. If he ex- 
presses dislike for a product, try 
saying, “Obviously you have a rea- 
son for saying that. Do you mind 
if I ask what it is?” The custom- 
er’s answer will often provide a clue 
to his buying motive. 

If the customer is improving his 
yard to make it pleasant for his fam- 
ily, the salesman should emphasize 
how a given shrub or lawn seed will 
please his wife or children. If he is 
trying to outdo his neighbors, the 
salesman might say, “Your neighbors 
will certainly envy the lawn you will 
get with this seed.” If he is trying 
to impress his friends with his bar- 
gaining abilities, this approach may 
be used: “Your friends will certainly 
agree that you are a shrewd buyer.” 

Asked what could be done when 
price was the only reason for not 
buying, Mr. Meldman asserted, “If 
price prevents a customer from buy- 
ing, it is because you have not proved 
the value of what you are selling.”

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New Approach to Container Growing 


The production of ornamental 
plants in metal containers combines 
the care required for greenhouse- 
grown pot plants with most of that 
needed for field production of nurs- 
ery crops, in addition to the added 
care of winter protection. This is 
particularly true for nurserymen 
producing “canned” stock in the 
northern parts of the United States. 

The fact that the situation is fur- 
ther complicated by the great diver- 
sity of plant material that is pro- 
duced, and its differential response 
to cold temperatures, drying winds 
and low humidities makes overwin- 
tering one of the major problems for 
growers producing evergreen and 
deciduous ornamentals in contain- 
ers. 

Evergreens Hard To Handle 

Narrow-leaved evergreens, as a 
class, probably are among the most 
difficult ornamentals to handle suc- 
cessfully, because of this difference 
between plants and their relatively 
slow growth. Unfortunately, many 
of these plants are difficult to store 
and establish successfully, unless spe- 
cial care is exercised in the sequence 
of digging, holding, transplanting 
and establishment. 

The roots of evergreens, particu- 
larly of the larger sizes, must remain 
in a growing medium, preferably one 
in which the plant has been estab- 
lished, and this has been a detriment 
to the marketing of evergreens. 

There are several approaches to 
this growing problem that may have

merit. One is to start with a large, 
well-shaped transplant with the idea 
of forcing and establishing it in a 
container of specific size in a mini- 
mum of time. Another approach is 
to design a growing and marketing 
container which would make use of 
the conditions attendant on field pro- 
duction. 
Research Project Set Up 

With these objectives in mind, the 
University of Iowa set up a study 
to compare various methods of pro- 
duction using current schedules as 
well as modified techniques for grow- 
ing. In addition to the primary ob- 
jective of finding an easier method 
of producing container-grown ever- 
greens, secondary aims of the study

were (1) to determine the impor- 
tance of size and/or grade of stock 
as reflected by ultimate growth and 
survival; (2) to ascertain the rela- 
tionship of growth and winter hardi- 
ness to cultural modifications, such as 
growing media, containers and ferti- 
lizers, combined with other environ- 
mental differences such as shading 
and mulching, and (3) to evaluate 
the practicability of using the same 
growing medium for different sizes, 
or grades, and kinds of nursery stock. 

Groups of 15 plants of banded lin- 
ers and | and 2-year transplants of 
Taxus cuspidata capitata, Juniperus 
scopulorum and Thuja occidentalis 
woodwardi were potted in each of 
five media between April 5 and June 
1, 1958. The media used were (1) 
50-50 sand and peat, (2) 50-50 peat 
and perlite, (3) 75-25 ground sphag- 
num moss and perlite, (4) ground 
sphagnum moss and (5) soil. 

Groups of 15 plants, in each of 
these media, were also placed in each 
of four containers, i.c., (1) a 6x8- 
inch wire basket, fitted with a poly- 
ethylene bag liner; (2) a wire basket 
with a polyethylene bag liner and 
copper fly screen base; (3) a 1-gallon 
metal container, and (4) a wire bas- 
ket with a polyethylene bag on the 
outside of the container. All plant 
materials in all container combina- 
tions were placed in duplicate media 
with and without Uramite, in quan- 
tity of one and one-fifth ounces to 
one bushel of medium.

A Seeond Look 
At the Popular Elms

Elms have been among the most 
popular shade trees in America, both 
on private property and for street 
planting. They were so—until the 
advent of the Dutch elm disease, 
which has caused most plantsmen, 
as well as growers, to take a second 
look at these trees and assess their 
real values. It is not up to any one 
individual to state categorically that 
elms should or should not be grown 
at the present time. Each plantsman 
and grower will have to determine 
the answer to that question for him- 
self, after thoroughly investigating 
the local situation concerning this 
particular disease, as well as others, 
and its effective control. 

The purpose of this article is to 
enumerate the elms which have or- 
namental values as far as specimen 
or street tree plantings are con- 
cerned. Anyone must keep in mind 
the fact that only four available 
elms, plus Zelkova serrata, are re- 
sistant to the Dutch elm disease, and 
none are immune to it. Consequently, 
in recommending species and varie- 
ties it seems pointless for one to name

Zelkova serrata 
may be advertised as “immune” by 


those who have it for sale, but it is | 


still listed by the U. S. D. A. as 
merely resistant and only to the same 
extent as are both U. pumila and 
parvifolia. 

Therefore, in elm discussions the 
excellent zelkova, which is an elm 


relative and a good shade tree in | 


its own right, should be included. 
As everyone knows, Ulmus pumila 
is fast growing and has a bad record 
for splitting, the reason why it has 
not proved popular in the east where 
sturdier trees are available. There 
have been several selections made 
which are supposed to be more re- 
sistant to splitting in snow and ice 
storms than are the run-of-the-mill 
seedlings of the species. Then, there 
are several hybrids with the slippery 
elm, now called U. rubra, but the 
resistance of these hybrids to Dutch 
elm disease is not yet known. 
Ulmus carpinifolia Christine Buis- 
man has come highly recommended

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as resistant, but it does not seem to 
be growing too well. Whether this 
is due to the method of propagation 
I do not know. In any event, it will 
probably grow into a round-headed 
tree of no particular merit. It is also 
true that, even in Europe, wide use 
of the tree is no longer encouraged, 
because of its susceptibility to nectria 
canker, which apparently has not yet 
been serious on it in America. 

Ulmus parvifolia, the true Chinese 
elm (U. pumila is hardier and is the 
Siberian elm), to my way of think- 
ing has been the neglected elm in 
the resistant category. It is just as 
resistant as U. pumila, grows much 
faster than Christine Buisman and 
has a beautiful, exfoliating bark con- 
dition on its trunk and _ older 
branches that make it outstanding all 
winter long. This tree should be 
grown more. It is smaller than Zel- 
kova serrata at maturity and so has 
great value on the small home 
grounds, as well as having value for 
some planting as a small street tree. 

All elms are susceptible to several 
insect pests and diseases, so that an- 
nual spraying is a necessity, and this 
requisite of elm planting is only ad- 
vantageous to those in the spraying 
business. Elms have no flowers or 
fruits that are ornamental, merely 
a yellow autumn color (none at all 
in most of the European elms), but 
reddish in the case of U. parvifolia. 
Also, all elms are gross feeders, and 
it is difficult for plants to grow prop- 
erly underneath them. 

With these obvious drawbacks and

with the Dutch elm disease as a con- 
stant threat, elm planting should be 
carefully assessed. We value the trees 
for their varying forms, the reason 
why I have included so many in the 
following list that are narrow, globe- 
shaped or pendant. If the elm has 
no outstanding form or shape, then, 
under the circumstances, why plant 
it? There are certainly better trees 
that might be used instead. 

So, to give the elms every benefit 
of the doubts we have, I have listed 
the best of these forms—too many 
in the case of Ulmus americana, but 
each one of these clones is popular

in some part of the country. These 
are not the only ones, either, for there 
are numerous others that are being 
grown and sold in many local areas 
in America. No one nurseryman 
would ever consider growing all 25 
elms in the following list. He might 
grow a selection of three, and in- 
cluded in that should be U. ameri- 
cana and U. parvifolia. 


Recommended Elms 


Following the name of each rec- 
ommended species or variety appears 
its natural height at maturity ex- 
pressed in feet, its hardiness zone, 
place of origin and, in some cases, 
common name. 

Choices from this list should be 
selected only after careful considera- 
tion of all factors involved. 

U. americana, 120, Z 2, cent. and 
E. No. Am. The best of the elms as 
an ornamental, typically vase-shaped 
in habit, with yellow autumn color. 
An excellent tree for lawn specimen 
or street tree purposes. Recommend- 
ed varieties are: 

Ascendens—named by B. H. Slavin 
from a Seneca park, Rochester, 
N. Y., tree in 1927. At the time it 
was 70 feet tall and 15 feet wide. 
The original tree had a clean trunk 
for 35 feet before it branched. 

columnaris—described as a “wide- 
ly columnar form.” Still, a tree in 
the Arnold Arboretum is 50 feet tall 
and only 15 feet wide, being clothed 
with short lateral branches right to 
the ground. 

pendula — with pendulous 
branches but vase-shaped habit. 

Augustine—an_ excellent _fast- 
growing columnar form, originated 
in 1922 at Normal, Ill. At 25 years

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Discuss New Legislation 
At Nebraska Convention

Ninety persons registered at the 
35th annual convention of the 
Nebraska Association of Nursery- 
men at the Cornhusker hotel, Lin- 
coln, December 7 and 8. The newly 
elected president of the association 
is Duane Speidell, Nebraska Nurs- 
eries, Lincoln. Other officers for the 
coming year include Vernon Mar- 
shall, Marshall Nurseries, Arlington, 
vice-president, and J. B. Elliott, 
Plumfield Nurseries, Fremont, who 
was re-elected secretary-treasurer. 

Bernard Swanson, reporting for 
the public relations and education 
committee, urged the membership 
to write their Congressmen, request- 
ing the elimination of costly and un- 
fair government competition with 
private industry. He pointed out 
that forestry seedlings are available 
from the federal nursery at Halsey, 
Neb., at giveaway prices. He con- 
cluded that nurserymen should have 
this business on a competitive basis. 
Nurserymen cannot compete with a 
subsidized government nursery. 


Legislation 


Vernon Marshall reported that 
his legislative committee had a busy 
year and felt that it had made some 
accomplishments. He pointed out 
the changes made in the state’s 
nursery law by L.B. 511, which was 
passed last summer by the state 
legislature. 

Several amendments added to the 
original legislation pertain to agents 
and defines them as persons who are 
authorized to represent a nursery or 
nursery dealer in soliciting orders. 

An agent under the amendment 
cannot maintain a salesyard or a 
supply of nursery stock, can operate 
only under the name of the nursery- 
man or nursery dealer whom he rep- 
resents and can obtain nursery stock 
from no other source. 


Another paragraph added to the 
former law provides that dealers and 
nurserymen distributing nursery 
stock froni more than one store or 
place of business, sales ground or 
heeling-in ground, or selling nursery 
stock from a motor vehicle or other 
vehicle traveling about the state 
must secure a dealers’ certificate for 
each place or each traveling vehicle 
from which nursery stock is sold or

nce Enerson, American In- 
f Architects, showed slides 
scussed industrial landscap- 
rk areas and changes in 
ure. He pointed out the 
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problems with which the landscape 
architect is confronted. 

Of prime importance, said Mr. 
Enerson, is circulation or movement 
of traffic from one area to another. 
The landscape plan should provide 
for ease of motor access to building 
and parking facilities. He stressed 
that shade in the parking areas is 
essential. 

Referring to landscaping the in- 
terstate highway to be constructed 
across Nebraska, Mr.  Enerson 
termed the possibilities great. He 
went on to say that highway land- 
scaping should provide color and 
should be so designed that it is effec- 
tive when seen from a fast-moving 
automobile. 

Senator Carl T. Curtis of Nebras- 
ka, speaking on the national econ- 
omy, stated that the current Ameri- 
can prosperity is shadowed by the 
depreciation of the dollar. The situa- 
tion will grow progressively worse, 
he warned, unless excessive govern- 
ment expenditures are curbed. 


Fungicide Recommendations 


Dr. John Weihing, extension pa- 
thologist at the University of Ne- 
braska, Lincoln, presented informa- 
tion on some of the fungicides being 
recommended for 1960. For “melt- 
ing out” disease, which has been 
common in Nebraska lawns, Pano- 
gen turf spray, a mercury com- 
pound, has been showing good re- 
sults. 

Puratized agricultural spray, a 
phenyl mercury compound, has a 
wide range of usage on ornamentals. 
It performed well last summer in 
cedar blight control and can also be 
used for “melting out” disease of 
bluegrass and leaf spot on elm, 
which is not in itself a destructive 
disease. It is sold extensively as a 
fruit tree spray in the fruit-growing 
regions. 

Terrachlor, said Dr. Weihing, is 
being used more in nurseries as a 
soil treatment to control damping- 
off and certain crown and root rot 
diseases. Phaltan was recommended 
as a general fungicide for blights, 
leaf spots and mildews. 

Vernon Marshall, reporting on 
American Association of Nursery- 
men activities during the past year, 
noted that the A. A. N. has an ex- 
cellent reference file to aid nursery- 
men in fighting tax assessments on 
growing stock. 

Competition from government- 
supported nurseries in seedling pro- 
duction, said Mr. Marshall, is likely 
to be further decreased on the fed- 
eral level, which may lead to an 
attempt to get more state funds for

Landscape Short Course 


December 7 to 9, the horticulture 
department of the University of Ari- 
zona, the Arizona Association of 
Nurserymen and the Arizona Feder- 
ation of Garden Clubs combined to 
make the ninth annual landscape 
design and nursery short course the 
most ambitious and successful so far 
presented. Commercial exhibits of 
plant materials and allied garden 
items, educational displays of land- 
scape architecture and outstanding 
speakers all contributed to the suc- 
cess. 

Arizona is a small state, with the 
population concentrated mainly at 
Phoenix and Tucson, and the regis- 
tration of 315 persons was surpris- 
ing, particularly as the attendance 
at all sessions held steady through 
the three days. All sessions were held 
in the Student Union building on 
the University of Arizona campus, 
Tucson, and were chairmaned by 
various officers of the state’s garden 


clubs. 
Elections 


At a business meeting held during 
the course, the Arizona Association 
of Nurserymen elected William Nor- 
man, Norman Nursery & Flower 
Shop, Phoenix, as president for 1960, 
and Wilbur Hague, Hague’s Nurs- 
ery, Tucson, as vice-president. It was 
also announced that the convention 
and short course will be held at 
Phoenix in 1960. 

The program opened with wel- 
coming remarks by Dr. Leland Burk- 
hart, head of the department of 
horticulture at the university. The 
opening speech, “The City Beauti- 
ful,” was by Sidney Little, head of 
the department of architecture and 
dean of the fine arts college. 

He stressed the importance in the 
city of open spaces, greenery, water 
and places in which to stroll as well 
as to rest. He advocated collabora- 
tion of landscape architect, archi- 
tect and nurseryman or landscape 
contractor on major projects, single 
buildings or shopping centers. 

The department of architecture is 
only 2 years old and the curricula 
established by Dean Little contain 
two courses which he strongly feels 
should be a part of every architect's 
education. These are a course in 
city planning and one in architectur- 
al plant materials. 

Guy Greene, American Society of 
Landscape Architects, Tucson, dis- 
cussed the reasons and philosophy

of landscape design. Use of land, 
aesthetic values and satisfaction ob- 
tained from the landscape were part 
of his discussion. 

Joseph Folkner, A. S. L. A., lec- 
tured on Mexican architecture and 
landscape architecture, using a large 
selection of Kodachrome slides. The 
traditional Spanish colonial archi- 
tecture and plantings were shown. 
Examples of the trend in all new 
construction in Mexico to the con- 
temporary approach in architecture 
and garden design comprised a num- 
ber of the slides. 

A series was included of the new 
University of Mexico in the suburbs 
of Mexico City. The campus land- 
scaping and buildings were planned 
as a unit and constructed at one 
time on the Pedregal, an old lava 
flow. There are many paved courts 
and patios, fountains and trees. A 
number of buildings are elaborately 
decorated with ceramic murals, 
widely used in Mexico. 

Richard Drover, American Insti- 
tute of Architects, Phoenix, present- 
ed an illustrated “Tour of the Brus- 
sels World’s Fair.” The pavilions of 
all of the various countries were 
shown. The architecture was extreme 
as is the case in exhibitions. The 
now famous American pavilion and 
gardens designed by Edward Stone 
were featured. The Belgian govern- 
ment requested that these structures 
be left permanently in place.

James Hostetter, landscape archi- 
tect, Tucson, and discussed by him, 
pointed out the possibilities of a sat- 
isfactory design combining paving, 
enclosures, plants and water in a 
small area. He stated that a garden 
or patio in the southwest could be 
functionally and aesthetically devel- 
oped in an area of 2,500 square feet. 

The landscape architect of the 
Tucson schools and the supervisor 
of construction and maintenance of 
the Phoenix Union high schools in 
a panel presented the problems of 
design in function and maintenance 
of school grounds landscaping. 

A panel of various persons promi- 
nent in planning and operation of 
parks at the city, county and state 
levels presented to the audience the 
“Urgent Need for Parks in Arizona.” 
Arizona’s population increase is pro- 
portionately one of the highest in 
the nation. Cities and towns are 
growing rapidly, and the develop- 
ment of parks has not kept pace. 

“Palms and Their Uses,” as pre- 
sented and illustrated by Otto Mar- 
tens, Diegaard Nurseries, Monrovia, 
Calif., opening the Tuesday program, 
was a most complete discussion of 
the subject. A very spirited question 
period followed, since palms have 
become in recent years a widely used 
landscape subject in Arizona and 
southern California. 


New Demonstration Gardens 


Eric Johnson, Sunset magazine, 
announced that a demonstration 
garden, similar to those at the Los 
Angeles City and County Arbore- 
tum, Arcadia, employing plants and 
materials native to the Sonora des- 
ert, is to be developed at the Ari- 
zona-Sonora Desert museum in Tuc- 
son Mountain park. 

Announcement was also made of 
plans for a demonstration garden 
consisting of three different patios 
at the Valley garden center, Phoe- 
nix. One of the patios will be devel- 
oped as a garden for entertaining; 
another will feature tropical and sub- 
tropical plants, and the third will 
be designed in typically southwestern 
style, employing desert plants and 
cacti as a low-maintenance garden. 
These are being designed by Joseph 
S. Folkner. 

A number of new and unusual 
plants for Arizona gardens were ex- 
hibited and discussed by a panel 
of Arizona and California nursery- 
men and Bernard Benson, assistant 
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director, Boyce Thompson South- 
western Arboretum, Superior, Ariz. 

The horticulture department of 
the University of Arizona displayed 
a trailing white lantana, Lantana 
velutina, collected near Tequila, Jal- 
isco, Mexico. This plant is new to 
the trade and has a landscape po- 
tential that created much interest. 

The U. of A., with the new crops 
research branch of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, is par- 
ticipating in a joint project of explo- 
ration in northwestern Mexico for 
new landscape plant materials for 
introduction into the nursery in- 
dustry. 

Dr. George Butler, entomology 
department, U. of A., having just 
returned from a year’s leave in Ha- 
waii, talked of and demonstrated 
the techniques of bonsai gardening. 

In Arizona many new motor hotels 
and industrial parks are demanding 
the use of landscape material of suf- 
ficient size to give an immediate 
mature effect. DeWitt Wheat, Wheat 
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—“Rose Hybrids of the Future,” by 
Dr. David Armstrong, Armstrong’s 
Nurseries, Ontario, Calif. 

An informative and controversial 
session for the nurserymen present 
was a panel moderated by Dr. Lee 
Burkhart and composed of three 
gardeners from various parts of the 
state: Mrs. Charles Sechrist, Flag- 
staff; Mrs. M. L. Staggs, Phoenix, 
an Mrs. Morris Udall, Tucson. 


Gardeners’ Requests 


From the panel came a request 
for a wider availability of plant ma- 
terials and information on cultural 
practices at the higher elevations of 
northern Arizona. Pleas were made 
that nurseries display their plants 
in a practical manner—for example, 
grouping shade plants, sun plants, 
alkali-tolerant plants, etc.—and that 
they clean up their establishments 
and provide dry walks through the 
displays.

Ulmus Carpinifolia Sarniensis 


The smooth-leaved elm, Ulmus 
carpinifolia, is a native of Europe, 
northern Africa and western Asia. 
In the centuries that it has been used 
and appreciated as a shade tree 
many varieties have arisen and been 
propagated for street tree planting. 
Ulmus c. sarniensis, the Wheatley 
elm, sometimes called the Jersey or 
Guernsey elm because it was used so 
much on those particular islands in 
the English channel, has been known 
since before 1838. 

This elm grows into a rather wide 
but still columnar tree and has been 
used in many American plantings in 
the past. The specimen pictured on 
the front cover was photographed in 
September, 1959, growing in front 
of one of the campus buildings at the 
Pennsylvania State University. Sev- 
eral others have been used about 
other campus buildings at this same 
institution, and all are doing well 
indeed. 

The Wheatley elm probably does 
not grow so fast as some of the va- 
rieties of the American elm and may 
tend to grow slightly wider in diam- 
eter. The specimen pictured is 24 
feet wide and about 45 feet tall, hav- 
ing been pruned only slightly on the 
sides during the past few years. 

Records show that when a large 
number of seedlings of this tree are 
grown they will show a marked vari- 
ation in the leaf characteristics and 
general habits, which should be ex- 
pected since this is a highly variable 
species. This form has been widely 
used in the past in this country and 
particularly in Europe. Its long his- 
tory of usefulness does not make it 
any better than some of the narrow 
forms of our own native Ulmus 
americana, but it should be known 
as a plant which has had wide favor 
in the past.

THREE ANCIENT PLANTS 


Last year I wrote two articles 
based on the classic book “Origin of 
Cultivated Plants,” written by Al- 
phonse de Candolle 75 years ago and 
now long out of print. A friend sug- 
gested recently that information 
about some of the other plants men- 
tioned might be worth repeating. 

The book was solely about plants 
useful in an agricultural or horticul- 
tural way rather than as ornaments, 
but, since a number of these have 
dual uses, they will be interesting to 
nurserymen. Three of these are the 
fig, pomegranate and olive, all plants 
grown since antiquity. 


Has Wide Natural Range 
The fig grows wild from Afghanis- 


tan and eastern Persia (Iran) across 
the whole Mediterranean basin as far 
west as the Canary islands, an area 
extending from the 25th to the 40th 
parallel. The wild fig is stopped by 
the mountains of the Caucasus and 
Europe. 

Among the ancient civilizations the 
name for fig exists in Egyptian, San- 
skrit, earliest Hebrew, Arabic and 
Persian. It is recorded that the Chi- 
nese received the fig from Persia in 
800 A. D. 

Both the Romans and the Greeks 
had the fig—Homer mentions it in 
the Iliad. The first recorded mention 
among the Greeks of a cultivated fig 
was made in 700 B. C. Tradition 
says Romulus and Remus (founders 
of Rome) were nursed at the foot of 
the fig tree. 

The good cultivated figs are all 
thought to come from Greece, Syria 
and Asia Minor, and the Phoenicians 
are thought to have established them 
at Carthage and other points in 
north Africa. 

Fossil leaves and fruits found in 
the quaternary strata near Paris, 
France, show the fig existed in its 
present form that long ago and that 
far north during a warmer climatic 
period. 

The pomegranate is most interest- 
ing to us as a flowering shrub that is 
hardy in the United States in the 
same area as the crape myrtle, but 
as a fruit it has been cultivated since 
earliest civilization. It grows wild in 
Persia, Kurdistan, Afghanistan and 
Baluchistan. 

From thence it has been spread to 
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Carthage, where it was introduced 
by the Phoenicians. Leaves and flow- 
ers found in the geological strata of 
the pliocene epoch indicate its long 
existence. 


The Olive 


The olive is, of course, very an- 
cient, and is a little easier to trace 
because of the difference between 
the wild and cultivated forms. How- 
ever, the long life of the individual 
trees (more than 1,000 years) makes 
it impossible to tell if they were 
sown by man or birds or grown from 
suckers. 

The wild forms extend from Pun- 
jab and Baluchistan west to Morocco 
and withstand desert conditions. Un- 
like the other two plants, it grows in 
the mountains of the Crimea and 
the Caucasus as well as in the Atlas 
mountains, existing as a scrubby 
shrub bearing little or no fruit. 


The olive is mentioned in earliest 
Hebrew books and in Genesis. There 
is no name for olive in Sanskrit, so 
it was probably unknown to the 
Aryans. The olive was not grown in 
Babylonia, probably because of 
flooding, but the ancient Egyptians 
cultivated it. Branches and leaves are 
found in early sarcophagi. 


Ancient Greece knew the olive, 
and the Iliad and Odyssey mention

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the hardness of the wood and the use 
of the oil in anointing the body. The 
oil has been used as food and as a 
fuel for lighting so long that the 
planter and the person who first 
pressed the fruit for oil are mytho- 
logical characters. 

The Romans’ first reference to the 
olive was recorded in 627 B. C., but 
it was probably known earlier. The 
Berbers of ancient Africa had a name 
for the wild and cultivated olive that 
showed Egyptian origin. The olive 
was found to exist on the Canaries 
when the islands were first visited in 
1403 but may have been carried 
there in a prehistoric voyage by the 
Phoenicians. 

The olive has not been discovered 
in any geological formations in 
France. As a plant, the wild form 
grows best on the southern coasts of 
Asia Minor, where it thrives and 
forms forests. It has been successfully 
transplanted to Australia, southwest- 
ern United States and south Africa. 





SOCIAL SECURITY TAX 


Beginning January 1, 1960, the 
social security contribution rate 
rises to 3 per cent each for wage 
earners and their employers, and 
4% per cent for the self-employed. 
These rates will apply to the first 
$4,800 of earnings. The rates of 
2% per cent each for the wage 
earners and employers and 334 per 
cent for the self-employed were ef- 
fective through December 31, 1959. 

Since its inception in 1935 the so- 
cial security program has grown in 
coverage, beneficiary categories and 
the amount of benefit payments. 
Starting as a retirement program for 
the protection of the aged wage 
earner, it has now become a family 
insurance program, providing pro- 
tection for most Americans against 
the hazards of retirement, disability 
and death. Today over 13,000,060 
beneficiaries are receiving over $800,- 
000,000 each month in social secur- 
ity benefits, and the beneficiary rolls 
are increasing with each passing 
year.

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Tree Valuation Panel at 


West Pennsylvania Meet

The 15th regular meeting of the 
Pennsylvania Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion, western region, was held at 
the Park Schenley restaurant, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., December 3. It was 
called to order by Chairman John 
Eisler at 2:30 p. m., with 55 mem- 
bers and guests present.

Tax Problems

So interesting was ine 
discussion that the chairman had to 
place a time limit on the topic. 

Both the tax consultant and the 
insurance specialist summed up the 
discussion as follows: In appraising 
the value of a tree, the only true 
loss that one can assess is the actual 
loss in dollars of the value of prop- 
erty prior to the damage, lessened 
by the value of the property after a 
tree or trees had been destroyed or 
injured. Both men were in agree- 
ment that the true value which a 
property owner could reasonably ex- 
pect would be the original cost of 
the tree plus the cost of mainte- 
nance provided over the years that 
it was on the property. 

The men stated that usually, if a 
reasonable claim is made up to $500 
and the appraisal comes from re- 
putable tree men, both the insurance 
company and the federal govern- 
ment will accept the appraisal as a 
valid figure for payment or for tax 
deduction purposes. When the tax 
exceeds $500, they both stated that 
it would require the services of a 
real-estate appraiser to determine 
the actual loss. Both men stated that 
under no cirmumstance would an

and the items to be offered there, 
such as garden furniture, sculpture, 
fountains and other merchandise in 
addition to standard nursery mate- 
rials, were discussed by William Nor- 
man and Earl Upham, Upham’s 
Nurseries, Tucson. 


The problem of standardizing 


landscape specifications for various 
projects so that nurserymen and 
landscape contractors could bid on 
a more even basis was taken up by a 
panel of landscape architects and 
designers from Tucson and Phoenix. 
The last presentation on the pro- 
gram was “The Nurseryman in the 
Community,’ by J. Arthur Cox, 
publisher, Pacific Coast Nurseryman 
magazine. 

The meetings ended with tea and 
a conducted tour in the University 
of Arizona art galleries, the tour in- 
cluding the famous Kress collection 
of medieval and renaissance art. 
This was followed by a discussion 
of modern art by Robert Church, 
director of the galleries, and, finally, 
entertainment by the university sym- 
phonic orchestra and chorus. 





HORTICULTURE CENSUS 


The 1960 census of horticulture 
specialties, a special census of nurs- 
ery and greenhouse products, will be 
conducted by the bureau of the cen- 
sus early in 1960. This special census 
is a part of the 1959 census of agri- 
culture. A questionnaire will be 
mailed immediately after Christmas 
to producers with sales of $2,000 or 
more horticultural specialty prod- 
ucts in 1959. The questionnaire is 
to be completed and returned to the 
bureau of the census within 30 days.

Some towns liked 
their mall installations so well that 
2-week trial periods were extended 
to three months. Others found they 
created so many new traffic prob- 
lems that the experiment was aban- 
doned within a few days. 


Botanical Garden Findings 


John Voight, superintendent of the 
Boerner Botanical Gardens in Mil- 
waukee county’s Whitnall park, 
pointed out that the gardens have 
five important functions. 

First, they represent a showcase, 
or living catalog of plants. Second, 
the collections of carefully labeled 
plants act as a check list for the 
many persons who are conscious of 
comparative varieties. Third, the 
gardens are a testing ground for 
determining the hardiness and value 
of plants for the area. Fourth, they 
are a public educational center that 
dispenses information on the care 
of plant material. Fifth, they serve 
as a fine training center for students 
of horticulture. 

Mr. Voight listed a number of 
woody materials that his experience 
has proved deserving of more fre- 
quent use. Among these were the 
Christine Buisman elm, hedge maple, 
pink star magnolia, redbud, Skyline 
locust, pyramidal English oak, pin 
oak, and plum-leaved hawthorn. 

Flowering crab apples are among 
the most useful of ornamentals, be- 
cause they offer a wide variety of 
sizes and habits. Malus Elise Rathke, 
Malus Bob White, Malus Katherine, 
Malus Makamik, and Malus Des 
Moines were a few of the excellent 
varieties mentioned. 

Among the shrubs, he recommend- 
ed Cotoneaster multiflora, Clavey’s 
Dwarf honeysuckle, Spiraea arguta 
Snow Garland, fragrant sumac, and 
arctic willow. Unusual evergreens 
include the Swiss stone pine, Jap- 
anese white pine, Balkan pine, Ser- 
bian spruce, and Oriental spruce. 

Mr. Voight’s address will be re- 
ported in full in a later issue of this 
magazine.

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Annual Meeting Staged 


By Chicago Landscapers 


By Fred H. Kilner 


Enthusiasm abounded at the first 
annual meeting of the Chicago 
Metropolitan Landscapers’ Associa- 
tion, held December 4 at the Hotel 
La Salle, Chicago, Ill. This associa- 
tion was organized not quite a year 
ago and is composed of individuals 
and firms engaged in the business 
of landscape design, planting and 
maintenance of residential, commer- 
cial and industrial property, as well 
as of individuals and firms whose 
business activities affect the land- 
scape industry in Chicago or the 
surrounding area. 

At a business meeting of members, 
called to order by President Robert 
Rynberk, Secretary Bacil B. Hurr 
gave his report, announcing that the 
association now has 52 members and 
11 allied members. After the report, 
the following officers were elected: 
President, Vincent Dernbach, Broad- 
view; vice-president, Tom Stathos, 
Tom’s Nursery, Chicago; secretary, 
Bacil Hurr, Chicago, and treasurer, 
J. Winiarz, Chicago. Elected direc- 
tors were William Belohavek, B & M 
Landscaping Service, Westchester, 
and Walter L. Vogl, Lake-Cook 
Farm Supply Co., ‘Tinley Park, 

At the following general meeting, 
a series of talks were given on the 
progress and aims of the organiza- 
tion. According to Secretary Hurr, 
the group’s organizational meeting 
was held in January, 1959. The fol- 
lowing April a charter was obtained 
permitting the organization to op- 
erate in Illinois. In June the group 
landscaped “Holiday Island” at Chi- 
cago’s international trade fair. 


Cites Need for New Members 


Robert Huffman, one of the 
group’s directors, pointed out that 
there are 500 landscape men in the 
Chicago area, which extends north 
to Waukegan, south to Michigan 
City, Ind., and west to Aurora. He 
said that new members are needed to 
help the organization raise the stand- 
ards of the industry around Chicago. 
Mr. Dernbach announced _ that 
monthly meetings will be held on the 
north, west and south sides of Chi- 
cago, and said he hopes that the 
association will have 400 members 
by the end of 1960. 

Ben Warren, Warren’s Turf Nurs- 
ery, Palos Park, discussing the role 
of associate members, said that the 


Sod Growers’ Association would be 
willing to work with members of 
the landscape group to help them 
achieve the organization’s aims. 

Speaking on public relations, Wal- 
ter Vogl said it is necessary to get 
the story of the Chicago Metropoli- 
tan Landscapers’ Association out to 
other landscape men as well as to 
acquaint the public with it. For this 
purpose news releases should be sent 
to suburban newspapers, and indi- 
vidual members should talk to garden 
clubs, he advised. 

John Jensen, talking about the 
prospects for 1960, expressed his be- 
lief that the need for landscape serv- 
ices will increase. He said that by 
educating the members of this as- 
sociation further, the stature of the 
profession could be raised. Mr. Jen- 
sen expressed the hope that the sym- 
bol of the organization will become 
recognized as one of quality. 

Fred Kilner, managing editor of 
the American Nurseryman, then 
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complimented the association on its 
progress and the enthusiasm shown 
by the previous speakers. 

As a final thought, Robert Huff- 
man mentioned his desire to see a 
standard contract established in the 
Chicago area to insure the public 
that it is getting a proper landscape 
job for its money. He said it is neces- 
sary to restore and maintain the pub- 
lic’s confidence. 

Before the meeting adjourned, five 
new members were recognized. 


Annual Banquet 


The first annual banquet was at- 
tended by more than 120 members, 
their wives and guests, among them 
Henry Lohse, Lohse Nursery, Dixon, 
president of the Illinois State Nurs- 
erymen’s Association; Prof. Harleigh 
R. Kemmerer, University of Illinois, 
Urbana, secretary of the Illinois 
state association, and Noel B. Wy- 
song, chief forester, Cook county 
forest preserve, and secretary of the 
midwest chapter of the National 
Shade Tree Conference. Mr. Kem- 
merer and Mr. Wysong were the 
speakers for the evening. 

After the installation of officers 
and an introductory address by Mr. 
Lohse, Professor Kemmerer outlined

Ilex Foster’s Hybrid No. 2—Narrow, spiny 
leaves, red berries, fruits heavily, rapid 
grower, quite hardy, C, rooted Sept. 58, 
kept cut back to 8 or 9 ins., beginning to 
branch beautifully, l5e. 

Ilex opaca (American Holly) — Northern 
types, no southern hybrids, guaranteed fe- 
male and guaranteed male from cuttings 
—RBG, liners, 4 to 6 ins., 17%e; for canning 
in gallon cans, mostly single stem, some 
lightly branched, BG, Iners, 15 to 30 ins., 
40e, Ilex opaca shipped only on March 1, 
1960 (because that is the very best time to 
move American Holly). 

Juniperus—All the following are from short, 
greenhouse-type cuttngs. They were root- 
ed under mist in beds of soil in the spring 
of 1959.

U. c. umbraculifera, 35, Z 4—If 
this is grafted high on its understock, 
it develops into a single-trunked tree 
with a densely globose head. A 69- 
year-old tree in the Arnold Arbore- 
tum is 30 feet tall and 24 feet in 
diameter. 

U. c. Bea Schwarz—A selection 
made in Holland, given some pub- 
licity in America at the moment 
merely because it is resistant to Dutch 
elm disease—about as resistant as 
Christine Buisman and slightly more 
so than either U. pumila or parvi- 
folia. This clone apparently does not 
grow so fast as Christine Buisman, 
but is slightly hardier, according 
to Dr. Roger U. Swingle, of the or- 
namental section, U. S. D. A., who 
has been testing these trees for many 
years. Other than its resistance to 
the disease, it has little ornamental 
interest, since it does not have a dis- 
tinctive vase shape. 

U. c. Christine Buisman—This 
originated in Holland from seedlings 
secured in Spain (the Bea Schwarz 
came from seedlings collected in 
northern Europe). It was brought to 
America in 1939 and is now available 
commercially. I understand that its 
use is being discouraged for wide- 
scale planting in Europe because of 
susceptibility to nectria canker, 
which, as yet, does not seem to be 
a serious threat to it in America. It 
does not have the vase-shaped habit 
of U. americana, but probably will 
develop into the typically rounded 
habit of U. carpinifolia. Small plants 
have not done well in the Arnold 
Arboretum. Valued only because it 
is the elm most resistant to the Dutch 
elm disease. 

U. glabra Cam perdowni, 20, Z 5— 
With pendulous branches and a rath- 
er globose head; originated in Eng- 
land nearly a century ago.

Many 
a grower, especially in the eastern 
part of the country, would do well 
to omit it entirely, for there are many 
other trees which can be selected of 
superior qualifications for ornamen- 
tal planting.

are no panacea. For success, a loca- 
tion in an area of large population 
with ample traffic is highly impor- 
tant. 

He noted that a garden center- 
landscape business seems to be a 
profitable combination. Emphasis 
should be placed on nursery stock, 
as this will increase the sale of 
other items. It is important that the 
operator deal only in quality items. 

In making suggestions for plan- 
ning a garden center, Mr. Pinney 
said it is important to identify one’s 
place of business with attractive and 
easily read signs. Supplementary 
signs that can be changed easily are 
useful for promoting seasonal stock. 

The customer’s first impression of 
a business is important. Both build- 
ings and grounds should be kept 
neat and attractive, and parking 
areas should be adequate and ac- 
cessible. 

Customer convenience comes first. 
Entrances should be well marked, 
and merchandise displayed at a 
convenient height, so that custom- 
ers can read labels and inspect mer- 
chandise easily. Plants are also eas- 
ier to care for when kept at such a 
height. Stock should be displayed 
according to classes, and the loca- 
tion of each category clearly marked 
by overhead signs. 


Shade Area Advisable 


Shade houses are desirable 
not essential. They will protect 
shade-loving plants, cut costs of 
maintenance and provide a more 
attractive display area. For long-run 
economy, shade houses should be 
well constructed. 

Displays should be striking and 
well organized. Mass displays are 
most effective and make lasting im- 
pressions. Mr. Pinney warned, how- 
ever, against overbuying on any 
item just for the sake of a mass dis- 
play. 

All merchandise should be la- 
beled and priced, with colored pic- 
tures being used whenever possible. 
If items are grouped, one sign will 
serve to identify the entire group. 
It should include as much informa- 
tion as possible to reduce the work 
involved in making a sale.

Rock Garden Combination 

A New York state correspondent 
asks for a few combinations for rock 
garden planting, stressing that ease 
of culture and hardiness for the lati- 
tude of Syracuse are essential. I have 
looked through several of my field 
books and find the following, which 
I hope will be of help to this cor- 
respondent and other readers with 
similar problems. 

The legume, Coronilla cappado- 
cica, I often find mentioned as an 
association plant. That is true, I sup- 
pose, because it is a low grower (usu- 
ally six to eight inches); has a long 
blooming period that commences in 
late spring and usually lasts through 
much of the summer, during which 
time it produces large, yellow pea 
flowers, and, finally, the foliage has 
the glaucous tinge which combines so 
well with a host of other plants. One 
combination I find mentioned sev- 
eral times is the coronilla used as 
a ground cover for drifts of Scilla 
sibirica; the luminous blue and gold 
are effective together. 

Continuing on the blue-and-yel- 
low theme, I can think of few love- 
lier combinations than flax, Linum 
perenne, and the Missouri evening 
primrose, Oenothera missouriensis. 
Both are of easy culture, though 
the flax tends to be short lived and 
will have to be renewed often if it 
is not allowed to self-sow. Another 
blue and yellow combination is to 
be had from the association of the 
flax with any of the summer-flower- 
ing composites embraced under the 
name actinea (if the older floras are 
used, one may find them under tetra- 
neuris). The specific names are also 
confused. There is a stemless one, 
generally known as Actinea acaulis, 
ranging from North Dakota into 
Texas, which is as good as any, hav- 
ing quite stemless, 12-inch flowers 
of pale yellow with brown lines, 
which bloom through much of the 
summer. Or one might rely on A. 
fastigiata (sometimes known as Tet- 
raneuris stenophylla), occurring 
from Kansas southward. It grows to 
four inches in height, with pale yel- 
low flowers through the summer. No 
doubt western ranchers would bless 
anyone who cleared the range of all 
actineas, because they are said to be 
poisonous to cattle. 

Still another combination of blue 
and yellow, perhaps orange, buff and 
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hades, can be achieved with 
x, Linum alpinum, and the 
yppy, Papaver alpinum. Be 
ugh, to get true material 
jlants if the utmost beauty 
association is desired.

This bindweed is 
well behaved for a plant of that 
genus, growing in a tidy clump of 
foot-long stems, covered with medi- 
um-size flowers through much of the 
summer, 

The combinations thus far have 
had the added recommendation of 
offering the gardener a long bloom- 
ing season. Continuing in the same 
vein, I should like to offer another 
grouping, this time one of cream 
and rose pink. It is made up of the 
foot-tall Anthemis montana, whose 
lovely gray leaves, surmounted by a 
canopy of cream-colored daisies 
which commence blooming in early 
summer, are a perfect foil for the 
rose-pink hearts of Dicentra eximia. 
The former is a sun lover, though it 
does well in part shade, and it there- 
fore combines well with the bleeding 
heart’s preference for light shade. 
Certainly, they make a grand picture 
in the summer garden.

celsior during the freezing periods 
after the snow left in spring. 


Some Soapworts 


A correspondent wrote: “More 
than 20 years ago you wrote about 
Saponaria semperflorens nana. I 
have been looking for this plant ever 
since without success. Could you give 
a further report on it?” 

I regret there is not much to say 
about it that is new, but I am glad 
to bring together all that I know 
about the plant. First of all, “Hortus” 
says about it: “A horticultural name 
representing a long-blooming form, 
probably of S. ocymoides.” but that 
it can scarcely be, for it has none 
of the characteristics of S. ocy- 
moides; rather it is an upright grow-

er, reaching a foot or so in height 
(my notes are vague on that point, 
and it has been a long time since 
the plant was in my trials), with 
pink soapwort flowers from spring 
until winter. It was either an an- 
nual or tender perennial in this 
northern Michigan climate, coming 
into bloom in about seven or eight 
weeks, as I remember it. Unfor- 
tunately, it did not mature seeds 
when I grew it, so I was unable to 
continue my trials. I distinctly re- 
member thinking at the time that 
it was one of the best plants that 
had been in my trials in years. I have 
no idea where the plant came from 
originally. I obtained my seeds from 
Cronamere Alpine Nursery, Connec- 
ticut, long since out of business, and 
it only carried the plants for a year 


or two; so they must have behaved 
in a like manner there. 

Because S. ocymoides is_ well 
known, it will not be necessary to de- 
vote much space to it. However, I 
notice, in my visits to present-day 
gardens, that many gardeners do not 
know it; consequently, one may be 
missing a good thing when he does 
not grow this plant. Certainly, it 
is one of the better ground covers 
in unconsidered places where it can 
spread unhampered in either sun or 
part shade. 

Bouncing Bet, the S. officinalis of 
botanists, has, despite its tendency 
to spread, several color forms which 
deserve a spot in out-of-the-way 
places in modern gardens.

what botanists call Silene pumilio. 
I have had the same plant under 
name of Saponaria nana, which has 


no standing as far as I can find out. 


The plant that I have in mind 
makes tiny hummocks of foliage, on 
which sit stemless, rose-pink flowers 
from inflated calyces, as is the case 
with many silenes. It is not easy to 
grow, according to experience here 
in Michigan and elsewhere. Accord- 
ing to all reports it needs a deep 
soil (three feet deep, Farrer said) 
and perfect drainage. I found no 
trouble on that score in my trials, 
but I did find that it would not tol- 
erate the slightest trace of lime. It 
is not a plant for general distribu- 
tion and certainly not one for the 
general nurseryman. 

All soapworts that I know are 
easy to grow from seeds, though the 
hybrids, such as S. laeta (not lutea), 
S. Boissieri and S. sundermanni, can- 
not be expected to come true that 
way. Cuttings of the trailers root 
readily after the flowering season, 
and the tufted kinds are best at that 
time, too, in my experience. The 
tufted saponarias were also easily 
rooted in early spring, just as they 
were coming into growth. 


Hardy Water Lily Paul Hariot 


Tropical water lilies have much to 
be said in their favor if one has am- 
ple time to take care of them; for 
the busy modern gardener, the 
“hardies” mean plants of maximum 
beauty grown with minimum effort. 
And the gardener, who grows the 
hardy, perennial Paul Hariot is mak- 
ing a good start in the right direc- 
tion. Its small leaf fits it for the 
small pool or even a tub (when one 
starts to grow water lilies, he will 
find that many gardeners with limit- 
ed planting area use a half barrel for 
their water gardening), and its uni- 
que coloring, starting out pale yel- 
low and turning, after a couple of 
days, into a replica of a Talisman 
rose, fits it for the best company. 
Its free-flowering habit will be sure 
to delight everybody. 


Daffodil Blarney 


As has been my custom lately, 
I give, when the thought comes to 
mind, a few good words for a new 
or what I think unusually good older 
daffodil, with the hope of pepping up 
daffodil sales.

GIFT CERTIFICATE PLAN 


Details of a plan which it is be- 
lieved will increase the sales of 
members by at least $200,000 during 
the next 12 months were published 
in the November issue of Balls and 
Burlaps, official publication of the 
Washington State Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation. This program makes an- 
other addition to the list of projects 
which progressive state organizations 
have instituted about the country to 
assist nurserymen through widened 
merchandising efforts. Enthusiastic 
acceptance of the idea is reported. 

The Washington plan, state-wide 
in its scope and a continuing rather 
than a flash effort, uses “Living- 
gift” certificates as the key feature. 
Members in good standing can pur- 
chase from association headquarters 
blocks of 100 certificates for $25 for 
the initial order and $20 on reorders. 
A certificate showing any amount 
may then be sold to a customer, a 
stub record being made by the seller. 
The buyer gives the certificate to 
another person, who may take it to 
any member of the state association 
for redemption in merchandise. 
Only members are authorized to 
honor the certificate. 

The nurseryman who supplies the 
stock then bills the certificate writer 
85 per cent of the total amount of 
the sale. Payment must be returned 
within 30 days of the billing; after 
its payment, the certificate is invali- 
dated by the holder. The certificate 
writer thus keeps 15 per cent of the 
sale price. 

Certificates, 3'%x7 inches, are 
printed in three colors—a green 
background overlaid with a pink 
print of the state flower—the rho- 
dodendron—with wording in black.

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NORTH JERSEY MEETING 

The meeting of the North Jersey 
Metropolitan Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion was held November 19, at the 
Peacock House, Mountain View, 
N. J. Guest speaker for the evening 
was Dr. Richard White, executive 
vice-president of the American As- 
sociation of Nurserymen, who talked 
on “Promoting the Nursery Busi- 
ness.” 

Dr. White raised the question 
whether nurserymen are ready for 
the increase in population that is 
to be expected during the next dec- 
ade. He explained that in the 1960's 
the children born after the second 
world war will be old enough to start 
their own families. This will mean 
an increase in the number of home- 
owners and, consequently, greater 
opportunity for nurserymen. But, 
Dr. White added, greater oppor- 
tunity will increase competition, not 
only from other nurseries, but also 
from the various retail establish- 
ments where nursery stock is sold. 
He predicted that during the next 
decade nursery stock will be offered 
by many stores in which one would 
never expect it to be sold. 

The increase in population will 
also increase the demand for better 
highway and industrial landscaping. 
For this greater market, Dr. White 
stressed, the nursery industry will 
have to enlarge its promotional pro- 
gram extensively, engaging in a pub- 
lic relations program not only on a 
local scale, but also on state and na- 
tional levels. He added that during 
the past few years nursery stock has 
almost ceased to be considered a 
luxury item and is being associated 
more and more with community de- 
velopment and industrial improve- 
ment. But in spite of this, Dr. White 
warned, the nursery industry must 
expect more competition for the con- 
sumer’s dollar from other industries. 

Dr. White reported on the Ameri- 
can Association of Nurserymen’s ex- 
tensive promotional program, noting 
that plant news releases were made 
available to 2,700 news agencies and 
industrial landscape awards were 
presented to hundreds of big and 
small industries through the nation. 
New Jersey firms have received seven 
such awards during the seven years 
this promotional program has been 
in existence. 

Landscape awards bring good lo- 
cal publicity to the firm responsible 
for the landscaping, Dr. White point- 
ed out. He said that landscaping in 
general is good business, films on 
landscaping having been shown to 
more than 2,000,000 people as part 
of the general promotional effort.

Six years ago, efforts were first 
made to promote the landscaping of 
the nation’s highways. These have 
increased in scope ever since, creat- 
ing more jobs for the nursery indus- 
try. Both the Princeton and Rutgers 
University presses expect to release 
a new book on highway landscaping 
in the near future. 

Still in the experimental stage is 
the creation of landscaped malls in 
downtown city areas, on which the 
A. A. N. has assumed a wait-and-see 
policy. 

Ending his talk, Dr. White stressed 
that the nursery industry never re- 
ceived government subsidies or pro- 
motion, and he hoped that the in- 
dustry would keep it that way.

PATHOLOGIST HONORED 


Ernest M. Stoddard, plant pa- 
thologist, was honored recently for 
his 50 years’ service on the staff of 
the Connecticut agricultural experi- 
ment station, New Haven. During an 
informal program held at the sta- 
tion, Mr. Stoddard received a service 
pin set with a diamond from Prof. 
E. W. Sinnott, representing the sta- 
tion board of control. 

In recent years, Mr. Stoddard has 
made significant contributions to 
methods for the control of plant 
disease through chemotherapy, or 
treatment by chemicals to kill dis- 
ease organisms without undue in- 
jury to the host plant. His method 
of control for X-disease of peaches 
was the first control by chemicals 
of a virus disease in plants. 

He has worked for many years 
on control of diseases of fruits and 
of nursery and greenhouse crops. 
Mr. Stoddard is not retiring from 
the station staff, but will continue 
his research work there.

ventory control, one set down in 
loose-leaf paper-bound form, was 
originated. 

First, all operations were depart- 
mentized. In my firm’s spring opera- 
tion there are 15 different depart- 
ments indoors devoted to what is 
called hardware items, including 
seeds, fertilizers, spray material, 
sprayers, lawn mowers, etc. Outdoors 
there are also 15 departments, rep- 
resenting plant categories, such as 
evergreens, broad-leaved evergreens, 
shade trees, fruit trees, ground cov- 
ers, vines, etc. During the Christmas 
season the merchandise is divided 
into 38 departments. 

This plan has simplified the con- 
trol of merchandise. Each depart- 
ment has its own loose-leaf sheet for 
inventory. When evergreens are 
bought from several different 
sources, for example, the type, size, 
cost price, retail price, quantity and 
the company from which they are 
purchased are recorded. Each de- 
partment’s inventory is handled the 
same way. By going over these sheets 
at the end or beginning of each week 
one can see at a glance what mer- 
chandise is moving and what is at 
a standstill. If something is moving 
fast, a hot article, as we call it, it 
can be reordered immediately. 

I have found that the biggest mis-

take made by operators of garden 
stores and nurseries is that they do 
not have accurate count of their mer- 
chandise.

outlets and learn their patterns of 
operations. These large operators are 
vastly concerned about the percent- 
age of their inventory and turnover. 
Recently I had an opportunity to 
visit with one of the nation’s largest 
wholesale hardware dealers. He was 
in accordance with this whole idea 
of inventory control. 

He made a statement which I 
think is worth passing along. The 
hardware dealers throughout the 
state during the 1958 Christmas sea- 
son had an inventory that was 25 
per cent under the previous year’s 
inventory at the same time. He said 
this was caused by the fact that the 
operators were too conscious of the 
recession. By not having a controlled 
inventory, the average hardware 
merchant was not able to supply all 
customers with items wanted. These 
were well-known items that were ad- 
vertised nationally in newspapers 
and magazines and over the radio 
and television. Because of the time 
involved, the merchants could not 
reorder the items and thus lost con- 
siderable business. 

Everyone knows the importance of 
budgeting operations from one sea- 
son to another and from one year 
to the next. Successful businessmen 
set aside so much for advertising and 
labor. They are concerned with their 
sales; they watch their sales from 
week to week. And then comes a fall 
in their business. They cannot figure 
it out and blame it on various things. 
I wonder how many of them are 
concerned with inventory ? 

Just who does the buying today? 
What are they buying and why are 
they buying it? A survey made re- 
cently showed that 80 per cent of 
the buyers today are women. This 
has been proved by the automobile 
industry, the banking profession and 
many other enterprises. The automo- 
bile industry was forced to make cars 
more appealing to women. It stream- 
lined the cars, made their interiors 
pleasing to the feminine eye and 
made cars easier to handle. The 
banking industry made a change to 
ultramodern buildings. 

The lawn mower manufacturers 
made a startling statement when 
they said that 80 per cent of the 
lawns today are mowed by women. 
Because of this, manufacturers have 
designed their mowers for women, 
making the machines easy to start 
and easier to use than formerly. I 
think that nurserymen should ob- 
serve these reports and look at their 
own places of business. Are they 
convenient for women? The women 
have their say about trees, flowers, 
the lawn and the garden.

After potting, all materials were 
allowed to become established in a 
shade area for a period of one month. 
After one week, the Juniperus sco- 
pulorum stock was of such poor 
quality that Pfitzer junipers of the 
three grades were used to replace 
this material. 

July 1, one fourth of the experi- 
ment, consisting of plants in a wire 
basket with a polyethylene bag on 
the outside of the container, were 
placed in vertically set, 6-inch drain 
tiles, each fitted with a 6-inch cop- 
per screen bottom. A similar number 
of plants in wire baskets with a poly- 
ethylene bag insert and copper screen 
base were plunged directly in the 
field under overhead irrigation.

riod, after all stock had been ferti- 
lized, nitrogen, phosphorus and po- 
tassium were in the medium range 
and apparently adequate, as indicat- 
ed by growth performance. There 
was a slight gain in soluble salts, but 
this was not significant or in the 
dangerous range. 

In the spring of 1959, nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potassium were low 
in all media except soil. Magnesium 
was deficient in the synthetic mixes. 
Calcium was better in the soil and 
in the peat mixes, compared to a 
very low range in the sphagnum and 
sphagnum-perlite media. 


Effect of Size on Growth 


Banded taxus produced the great- 
est amount of terminal growth in 
the shade and in exposed locations 
when grown in sphagnum moss. 
Once-transplanted taxus grew slight- 
ly less than banded stock, but did 
well in either sphagnum moss or the 
sphagnum-perlite combination. The 
twice-transplanted stock produced 
only half the growth of banded or 
once-transplanted stock and _pro- 
duced the most growth in either lo- 
cation in a peat-perlite mixture. 

The different media produced no 
essential differences in total vertical 
growth of the banded arborvitae 
stock. However, in the exposed loca- 
tion, lateral growth equaled or ex- 
ceeded the amount produced termin- 
ally and was generally two to four 
times greater than that produced 
laterally on plants in the shaded lo- 
cation. 

This same relationship held true 
for once-transplanted stock, but was 
inconsistent for the twice-transplant- 
ed material. The sphagnum-perlite 
mixture appeared to be the medium 
that gave the most desirable growth 
features for all of the arborvitae un- 
der consideration. 

Overwintering 

While arborvitae and juniper 
stock gave satisfactory survival per- 
centages, (90 per cent and over) ir- 
respective of shaded or exposed lo- 
cations, the survival of the taxus 
placed in tiles and plunged in the 
field in the exposed environment was 
only 46.5 per cent—one half of that 
in the shaded and mulched area. 

From these results it appears that 
taxus should be grown in a shaded 
location and should be carried over 
winter, at least the first year, under 
some kind of mulching system. 


Second-Year Growth 


The average terminal growth of 
all plants in all media indicated that, 
with the exception of banded stock, 
taxus makes little growth the second 
year. A decrease in the actual height

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of the plants growing in tiles or 
plunged directly in the field was the 
result of killing back. 

In general, plants growing in a 
peat-perlite mixture produced the 
most apical growth during 1959. The 
fact that there was less killing back 
of plants in the synthetic media sug- 
gests that their greater insulating 
effect or at least their resistance to 
sudden temperature changes might 
minimize the extent of root injury. 

Although banded stock of arbor- 
vitae showed little preference for 
medium and little differential re- 
sponse in height and lateral growth 
to environment, once and_twice- 
transplanted material again showed 
results comparable to those produced 
the previous year. 

Older, heavier stock of the twice- 
transplanted grade put on four 
inches of terminal growth in the 
shade and approximately two inches 
of lateral growth. In the exposed 
locations, the average lateral growth 
produced was greater than the four 
inches of terminal growth recorded. 

Total growth figures indicate that 
a medium of peat and perlite is su- 
perior to most other media for the 
culture of arborvitae stock the sec- 
ond growing season. However, size 
increases were almost as good in 
sand and peat. Depending on avail- 
ability and cost of materials, the 
latter medium might be considered 
as a substitute. 


Most Growth on Banded Stock 


Banded Pfitzer junipers put on 
two to eight times the amount of 
growth made by once and _ twice- 
transplanted stock. Less growth by 
twice-transplanted stock overwin- 
tered in the shade was attributed 
to winter injury, which was negligi- 
ble on plants overwintered in the 
exposed locations. For all sizes of 
juniper stock, the sphagnum-perlite 
mixture generally gave the most de- 
sirable growth increase during the 
second growing period. 

It was not proved that a single 
growing medium would be practical 
for the culture of all plant materials 
grown in containers. Apparently, as 
these plants become established and 
grow, the performance in any one 
medium changes. This could well be 
related to aeration, nutrient supply, 
pH and many other factors inherent 
in the container, in the medium and 
in the environment.

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HONOR JACOB LEVISON 


Jacob J. Levison, a pioneer fores- 
ter and landscape gardener in the 
New York, N. Y., area, was recently 
honored for his “notable achieve- 
ment” by the alumni association of 
his alma mater, the City College of 
New York. The 76-year-old Sea Cliff 
resident, who was born in Latvia and 
came to this country in 1892, re- 
ceived the Townsend Harris award, 
bestowed upon outstanding gradu- 
ates for contributions to the public 
welfare. 

Mr. Levison received his master’s 
degree in forestry at Yale Univer- 
sity after he completed his studies 
at C. C. N. Y. in 1902. He joined 
the new U. S. forestry service in 
1905 during President Theodore 
Roosevelt’s conservation drive. Two 
years later, he became commissioner 
of parks for New York city and 
Brooklyn and developed many of the 


small neighborhood parks in the city. 
Natural settings were Mr. Levison’s 
trademark in landscaping many of 
the famous North Shore estates. His 
landscaping has ranged from the 
Cloisters and other museum gardens 
in New York to terraces for modern 
apartment houses. 





CYCLONE STRAWBERRY 


Cyclone is the name of a new 
strawberry, the result of breeding 
work carried on in the department 
of horticulture at Iowa State Col- 
lege, Ames, by Dr. Irvin L. Denisen. 
Described as a big June-bearing 
strawberry, this variety is especially 
recommended for home garden pro- 
duction or local markets rather than 
for shipping. Its dessert quality in- 
cludes smooth texture, tender skin, 
attractive color, pleasing flavor and 
freezing quality. Plants are declared 
vigorous, with medium to large 


leaves and moderate resistance to 
leaf spot. Fruit yield is high. Plants 
are hardy to midwestern conditions, 
it is stated, but should be mulched 
for winter protection. 

The cross, Rockhill selfed x (Bea- 
ver x Dorsett), was made in 1950, 
and the first fruit was harvested in 
1952. The cyclone selection was 
deemed the most promising seedling 
of that year and has been under test 
ever since. Stock plants were first 
sold to Iowa nurserymen in the 
spring of 1959, and their increase of 
the plants will be offered for sale 
for the 1960 planting season. The 
university horticulture department 
has no plants for sale.

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Miniature Roses Gaining 


Full-Size Popularity 


By George Hart 


After emerging from a somewhat 
hazy background, miniature roses 
have been known to the horticultural 
world for 150 years or more, but it is 
only in the past 25 years that they 
have gained a place of prominence in 
the nursery trade. Known in England 
as early as 1800, the miniature rose 
is believed to be a form of Rosa chi- 
nensis minima found by traders in 
the Far East. 

When first brought to England, 
this tiny rose was known as Rosa 
pusilla and was later renamed Rosa 
semperflorens minima and called the 
Miss Lawrence rose in honor of Miss 
Mary Lawrence, a popular exhibitor 
at the Royal Academy whose special- 
ty was flower paintings. 

In 1812 and 1827, two miniature 
roses were introduced as Lawranci- 
ana varieties, and shortly afterward, 
for some unknown reason, all the lit- 
tle roses were lost to cultivation. 
Almost 100 years later, a miniature 
rose, believed to have been one of the 
old lawranciana varieties, was dis- 
covered on the window sill of a 
Swiss cottage. It was found by a 
Swiss nurseryman, Henry Correvon, 
through a friend named Colonel 
Roulet. Thus the rose was called 
rouletti. 


Hybrids Produced 
In 1933, John de Vink, a Dutch 


nurseryman who had plants of Rosa 
rouletti and who had been experi- 
menting with hybridizing miniatures, 
was successful in crossing rouletti 
with Gloria Mundi. The resulting 
tiny red miniature was sent by Mr. 
De Vink to the late Robert Pyle, 
Conard-Pyle Co., West Grove, Pa., 
who named it Tom Thumb. 

This was the first of a number of 
varieties created by Mr. De Vink 
and introduced into America by the 
Conard-Pyle Co. Since these intro- 
ductions, other hybridizers and grow- 
ers have produced a number of fine 
miniature roses both in Europe and 
America. 

Varieties introduced by Conard- 
Pyle Co. include Pixie, pure white 
with tiny, dark green foliage and 
double blooms the size of a penny; 
Midget, of upright growth, bearing 
light red blooms no larger than a 
dime and, like those of all the rest of 
the family, very double; Sweet Fairy, 
a compact-growing variety, bearing 
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1k blooms about an_ inch 
and the only miniature with 
rose fragrance; Cinderella, 
inch blooms, pink and white 
ialf open, and almost pure 
hen open; Bo-Peep, with tiny, 
nk, dime-size blooms; Tink- 
with deep pink blooms a full 
ross; Red Imp, whose double

High Sales Appeal 


y nurserymen, landscape con- 
and garden shop operators 
erlooked the sales appeal of 
re roses. These tiny plants 
exceed 10 to 12 inches in 
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height and spread. They produce 
buds as small as a grain of wheat 
that open to perfectly formed blooms 
seldom exceeding one inch across. 
The plants are hardy outdoors in 
winter and bloom continuously from 
spring until frost. 

The use of miniature roses in land. 
scape planning seems endless. They 
never get beyond bounds and _ so 
make good borders for walks, flower 
beds and rose gardens. Their hardi- 
ness and dwarf proportions make 
them useful rock garden plants, A 
recent use in porch and window 
boxes has proved their ability to live 
in a restricted area. 

Miniature tree roses have been 
created by bud grafting the variety 
to 12-inch standards of Rosa multi- 
flora japonica. These miniature tree 
roses have been used along with the 
bush miniatures in small gardens 
constructed to scale to create com- 
plete miniature landscape settings. 

With careful culture, the minia- 
ture rose may be grown indoors as a 
potted plant in winter and brought 
into bloom on the window sill. Prop- 
er temperature and enough sunlight, 
humidity and soil moisture are the 
determining factors in successful in- 
door growing.

group, as well as building a solid 
base of repeat sales. Items in the 
children’s world are especially 
worthy of study by the nursery gar- 
den center proprietor. Finally, sales 
persons should be given an incentive 
to sell more, but this should be a 
matter retained within the frame- 
work of company decision. 


Human Relations 


Answers of salesmen to customers’ 
questions, recorded on tape by Prof. 
Joseph F. Metz., Jr., director for 
New York for the northeastern re- 
gional marketing research group 
and professor of marketing in the 
department of agricultural econom- 
ics at Cornell, supplied a feature of 
interest the afternoon of December 
2. Two and one-half hours of re- 
plies to customers’ declarations and 
demands were edited down to 20 
minutes’ time. Answers to each 
point raised were grouped in the 
editing, and authentic background 
sounds were retained, lending gar- 
den center atmosphere for the re- 
peated question, ‘What do you tell 
her?” 

Problem situations requiring com- 
ment included those of price com- 
plaint, request for stock not avail- 
able at the nursery, customers’ loss 
of plants and disposal of special 
items. Audience participation be- 
tween questions was encouraged. 

Professor Metz stated that he 
found enthusiastic cooperation in 
conducting the series of interviews 
on which the edited presentation 
was based. The attitude of the 
speaker in his approach to the cus- 
tomer stood out as the dominant 
factor in retaining confidence and 
gaining acceptance of the response, 
rather than the words themselves.

Carl F. Gortzig, Erie county ex- 
tension service ornamental specialist, 
spoke briefly to conclude the meet- 
ings. Erie county nurserymen have 
considered the future of their busi- 
ness in a 10-year look.

Several educational exhibits were 
staged in connection with the short 
course.

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low the tip. Leaf bud cuttings, with 
only a small portion of stem at- 
tached, can be used, which will con- 
serve space in the propagation 
area. Longer stem cuttings, six to 
12 inches, with more leaf area and 
stored food reserves, can be expected 
to reach marketable size more quick- 
ly than plants developed from mini- 
mal-size cuttings. 

The same caution that is prac- 
ticed in removing other rooted cut- 
tings from the humid environs pro- 
vided by the mist is needed in the 
handling of perennial hibiscus. After 
rooted cuttings are transplanted to 
individual containers, the tops of 
newly potted plants should be kept 
moist three to five days, allowing 
time for root development within 
the new soil medium before placing 
the plants in a drier location with 
normal humidity. 

One-gallon containers, partially 
filled with soil mixture of one part 
peat and three parts sandy topsoil, 
are generally suitable for potting cut- 
tings as they are removed from 
propagation media. Transfer to 2- 
gallon containers may be needed if 
plants are to be kept in containers 
longer than 40 days before market- 
ing or transplanting to field loca- 
uons.

Potting soil mixtures should be 
sterilized, both to limit weed growth 
in containers and to reduce the pos- 
sibility of infecting the new plants 
with soil-borne parasites, Mr. Mc-

Soil moisture and nutrient bal- 
ance, by applying water and ferti- 
lizer sufficient to sustain growth, 
should be maintained from the time 
the rooted cuttings are established 
in the potting soil and removed from 
conditions of high humidity.

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growth can be removed after plants 
become dormant in late autumn; 
roots can be dug and replanted at 
this time if need for changing their 
location arises. New top growth de. 
velops from thickened roots and new 
shoots appear in February or March 
around the base of the old canes. 
One or more canes or main stems 
of the stock plant must be left in. 
tact when cuttings are taken for 
propagation to insure the plant's 
survival. 

The annual growth cycle of the 
perennial hibiscus clones limits their 
propagation from stem cuttings to 
the spring and early summer months. 
Cuttings taken after July 1 can be 
rooted satisfactorily, but under nor- 
mal day-length conditions the plants 


usually fail to form the thickened | 


storage roots that are needed to 
maintain the plant through the dor- 
mant period. Although dormancy 
can be delayed and growth main- 
tained into December by use of arti- 
ficial illumination to shorten the dark 
hours, this adds considerably to the 
cost of producing plants. 

Current results indicate that a 
proper schedule for commercial han- 
dling of the perennial hibiscus will 
involve propagation from stem cut- 
tings during May or June and mar- 
keting container-grown plants two 
to three months later. When trans- 
planted to suitable garden locations 
they will produce some flowering 
growth during the same year, attain- 
ing full size and showing normal pe- 
riod of bloom during successive 
years.

storage cellar. Buyers can go into 
the cellar and select stock from bins, 
but clerks have been trained to help 
customers so they will not paw over 
100 tightly packed items in a bin to 
select one. Seeing the care with 
which the stock is handled in stor- 
age makes persons realize that they 
are getting a good buy and that the 
stock will grow. During recent years, 
crowded conditions in the storage 
cellar have made it impossible to 
store all material there, and consid- 
erable stock is heeled in outdoors. 


Storage Temperature Control 


Humidity indoors is controlled by 
watering the aisles, and successful 
control of mold is obtained by using 
a Sperti ultraviolet lamp. Good ven- 
tilation and automatically controlled 
temperature give good results in the 
storage cellar. 

Cliff Ecklund reported on storage 
from the wholesalers’ point of view. 
The basic necessities in storing nurs- 
ery stock are humidity, moisture, 
temperature and air circulation. At 
Bailey’s, automatic equipment pro- 
vides proper temperature and hu- 
midity, and ventilation is provided 
in all walls. The lower the tempera- 
ture, the higher the humidity can be 
held, and if the temperature goes 
up, an attempt is made to lower it. 
When the temperature is 40 degrees 
the humidity is 90 to 99 per cent. 

Bailey Nurseries eliminate all 
packing material except for maples, 
which are stored near ventilation. 
No hosing down is done in the stor- 
age cellars except in the fall, for de-

take-off through an eccentric, which 
moves a yoke, shaped like and just 
behind the digger blade. The yoke 
moves up and down and, in turn, 
lifts and drops a 3-tine lifter. This 
eliminates backbreaking labor, saves 
time when time counts, decreases 
digging expense and saves roots, as 
there is considerably less breakage 
of both roots and tops when this 
machine is used. 

Wedge Nursery also uses a box 
baler, developed in 1950. A large 
metal box is used as a holder for 
a burlap liner. Packing is then done 
just as in a wooden nursery box, and 
the contents makes a bale when tied 
up. The advantages are that it takes 
less space to store burlap covers than 
wood boxes; the cost is less than that 
of a box; the weight is considerably 
less, which is important in these days

of high freight and express rates; 
there is a big leeway in what can 
be packed (from two-thirds to one 
and one-half bales), and the labor 
cost is cheaper. It is important to 
use considerable packing to protect 
stiff and brittle roots in the corners 
from breakage. 


Other Devices 


Mr. Wedge also developed a sim- 
ple metal funnel to be used in the 
garden center for packing small or- 
ders of five or six fruit trees or 10 
or 12 shrubs into multi-walled paper 
sacks, usually used sugar sacks. The 
funnel is a metal cylinder that com- 
presses the roots and makes filling 
the bag easier. The sack is slipped 
over one end of the funnel holding 
the roots and the plants slide easily 
into the bag. 

Maxwell Sargent showed a weld- 
ed steel platform that hooks onto the 
two lifting arms of a Ford tractor. 
This device is useful for carrying 
balled material short distances from 
the field. A chain rail around the 
edge of the platform helps to hold 
plants in. This platform is also use- 
ful in loading evergreens in less time 
from the ground level to the level 
of the pickup truck bed. 

Lawrence Bachman described a 
winch truck that can be used for 
shrub and tree digging. In addition 
it has a boom mounted for large 
tree moving. The truck was modi- 
fied for this use in Mr. Bachman’s 
own shop. A power divider was in- 
stalled, making it possible to lock 
out the rear axle and shift either 
the digging winch or the boom into 
gear whenever needed. 

Mr. Bachman also showed slides 
of Bachman’s, Inc., new nursery 
sales area, built in 1958, a part of 
which is under a fiberglass roof. 
Convenient drive-in wrapping coun- 
ters are provided where customers 
can pick up materials from their 
cars.
